The Greeks said the wholesale 
surrender of Premier Mussolini's 
Fascist legions— the largest seiz­ 
ure of prisoners in the war—had 
signalled a general Italian retreat 
in the central sector. 
'The victory’, without exaggera­ 
tion. is of exceptional importance, 
for the enemy line in this sector 
has been destroyed and all dan­ 
ger eliminated for us," a Greek 
dispatch said.

Christmas gift packages to Cen­ 
tral and South America afford no 
difficulty and letters as well as 
Clipper mails will find smooth de­ 
liveries.

office.
